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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 



1 . The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a utility 
application.

DEVELOPMENT.

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
clainning the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



Arrangement of the Specification 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
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3. Claims 16, 12-14, 2-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. Regarding claim 16, an internally contacting cylinder internally contacting the 
intermediate shafts which is formed in coaxially arranged double hollow rings, as recited in the 
last two lines, renders the claim indefinite for making the scope of claim unascertainable. The 
disclosed internally contacting cylinder (6) contacting the internal cylinders (2), is not formed as 
coaxially arranged double hollow rings. Co-axially arranged double hollow rings as per 
specification, e.g., page 8 first paragraph, are formed by the internally contacting cylinder (6) 
and the output shaft (8) and since Applicant is not claiming an output shaft the claim as recited 
is indefinite. Note that "shall" line 1 1 should be changed to, -shaft--. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nakamura et al. 
in view of Takahashi et al. 

Nakamura et al. meets all the limitations of claim 1 1 , except for the type of reduction 
gear system. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time the 
invention was made, to modify the invention of Nakamura et al. with reduction gear as taught by 
Takahashi to transmit power. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 9, 10 and 15 are allowed.

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Response to Arguments 



8. Applicant's arguments filed 10/17/01 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In response to applicant's argument with respect to claim 1 1 that there is no 
suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be 
established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed 
invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 
21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the Takahashi et al. teaches improvements in a 
planetary roller transmission for transmitting power for among other advantages reduces 
manufacturing cost, col. 1, line 43. Power transmission through reduction gears, sun and 



planetary gears and/or planetary-roller are different means of performing the same function, i.e., 
transmission of power, therefore substituting one for other for, e.g., cost reduction would be well 
within the knowledge of one of ordinary skill in the art, as the two are art recognized functional 
equivalents. 



9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
